Missile Hassle May Be Over 


There is mounting evidence 
that 
the 
Army has actually fired successfully & ver­ 
sion of its Jupiter' IRBM (Intermediate 
Range Ballistic Missile) 1,200 miles. Ac­ 
cording to verified reports the first m issile 
contained a letter from one Army officer 
to another and was delivered undamaged. 
This is of tremendous significance. It 
means t h a t t h i s c o u n t r y has successfully 
solved the problems of “ re-entry" into the 
atmosphere of ballistic m issiles w h i c h 
shoot into outer space—the big stumbling 
block heretofore. 
Further, it signifies that the U. S. now 
has a workable long-range m issile which 
Russia does not have. Secrecy cannot hide 
this and it is to be hoped that the veil will 
soon be lifted. 
________ 
One result of t h i s firing is seen in D e­ 
fense Secretary Wilson’s naming of a com ­ 
mittee to “work out a plan w h e r e b y a sin­ 


gle land based intermediate range ballistic 
m issile is evolved at -the earliest practic­ 
able date from the Thor and Jupiter test 
programs." 
The Thor is the Air Force s m issile and 
it is not nearly as far along in development 
as the Jupiter, It was that fact that led the 
Army to fight so hard, through Colonel 
Nickerson, for permission to continue its 
work rn long-range m issiles past next No­ 
vem ber when current money runs out. 
Wilson had ordered the Army to get out 
of the long-range m issile program, and to 
work only on 200-mile or shorter range ver­ 
sions. 
Now, because of the Jupiter s success, 
there seem s a good chance that sensible co­ 
operation will be worked out between the 
two services. Perhaps an end is in sight at
